A diamond Is not the hardest thing 
in the w orld 
A diamond will cut 
glass and boro through case hardened, 
tempered chrome steel, but glass and 
steel—the diamond itself too—are soft 
compared to some things. The hardest 
thing In the world Is a hard woman. 
Mrs. Britt was such a woman. 
I have seen hard women In my time, 
but never one who was harder. 
She 
smiled seldom, and when she smiled It 
was like the glitter of Ice.

“ 
J H E Cass Against German La nguag e Press.” is the title of an article 
by Felix L. Senff, published in the New York Herald. 
Mr. Senff, a 
former Chicagoan, is himself of German birth, and has nearly all his life 
been a German lang uage newspaper man— until lately an editorial writer 
on the Nsw York Staats eZitung. 
And he insists flatly, as an American, 


that German la ng ua g e newspapers should be discontinued. 
In his article 
he says:

"Public opinion all ov er the country, and not the least in communities 
where the German population is numerica lly strong and carries some 
weig ht with business enterprises, demands the end of these publications, 
oot necessarily as an act of hostility a g a inst the German lang ua g e, but 
abov e all as a mea sure of self-protection in a crisis which must be met by 
on# people spea king one and the sa me la ng ua g e, thoroug hly united, whole­ 


hearted American and nothing hut American, without a ny mental reserv a­ 
tion or equiv ocation, all entering Into the sa me spirit which has dominated 


the British and the French for nearly four years and which has made them 
inv incible. 


"The distinct understa nding wherein lies the real da ng er of further 
existence of German la ng ua g e newspapers Is now sha red ev en by those 


who a few months a g o could see no harm in a foreig n la ng ua g e press as 
long as atrict g ov ernment superv ision would be able to keep out ev erything 
seditious and disloyal. 


"It is a cknowledg ed by a lmost ev erybody, and not the least by many 
German Americans who ha v e been fa ithful readers of them for years, that 
these publications serv e no other purpose but to keep the property of some 
persons intact until after the war, and sev era l thousand employees, not a 
tew of them alien enemies and ha ters of America, on the payroll. 


"There is only one reason why these papers still hav e readers. 
In the 
language of one western editor:— ‘I do not ta ke their hope way tha t this 
war might end without defea t of Germany.’ 
That is the danger! 
One 
might search the files of these publications and he will yet ha v e to find an 
editorial through which the defea t of Germany is demanded or pronounced 
desirable and a decisiv e v ictory of the Allies and America ev en mildly sug ­ 
gested. 
Continua lly on the slig htest prov ocation, the spectre of an impend­ 
ing peace with Germany In full possession of all it has ov errun is held be­ 
fore the eyes of these g ullible readers.

jy jE N who hav e returned from the battle-front In France say that German 


soldiers are beginning to hav e a wholesome respect for Amcr can troops. 


There are enthusia sts (who hav e been "ov er th e r e ” ) who contend that a 


frequntly recurring sta tement in dispatches regarding American raids, 


na mely, "When they entered the enemy’s trenches not a sing le German 


wa s found,’’ simply means that when Americans start ov er the top, the 
Qermans ta ke to the woods. 


Possibly that explains why German newspapers are trying to work 


up a new hate for the German soldier— a ha te ag ainst America. 
For the 


press of "Deutschland Ueber Alles” is pursuing exactly the sa me course 


toward America that it followed toward Great Britain in the early days 
of the war. 


At the outset German papers spoke of Eng la nd's "contemptible little 


army ” 
There followed the battle of Ypres and the Somme— and the 
"Hymn of Ha te.” 


When America first got in, with the united v oice of a musica l comedy 


chorus, German papers spoke of America ’s contribution to the war as 


"insignificant,” and said Americans would not fight.

Ninian Edwards, the third g ov er­ 
nor of the state of Illinois, his term 
being from December 6, 18 26, to De­ 
cember 9 , 18 30, was born 
in Mont­ 
g omery county , Mary land, 1775. He 
was educated under 
p riv ate 
tutors 
and at Dickinson colleg e, 
Carly sle, 
Pa. Whne only 19 y ears of ag e 
he 
was sent by his fath er 
to p urchase 
and imp rov e lands ip th e then new' 
state of Kentucky . A few y ears Jater 
lip commenced to study law and op en­ 
ed an office in Log an county , Ky . His 
v ig orous Intellect and his g roat abil­ 
ity to do hard work and to keep con­ 
stantly at it, soon broug ht, him both 
distinction and eminence in his p ro­ 
fession. He was twice elected a mem 
her of the state leg islature, and then 
in succession judg e 
of the g eneral 
court, 
circuit judg e, jurg e 
of

court of ap p eals and chief justice of 
the state of Kentucky . 
It was while serv ing in the

In this imp ortant p osition he 
commanded the resp ect and 
teem 
of the most disting uished men of all 
p arties. He resig ned his seat In the 
United .States senate in 1 8 24 to ac­ 
cep t his ap p ointm ent 
by President 
Monroe as United Statse Minister In 
Mex ico. In 18 26 he wa selected g ov ­ 
ernor of the state of Illinois. In this 
hig h office he disp lay ed the 
same 


g reat ability in administration 
of 
state affairs as he did w * n g ov ernor 
of the territory . 
During all his official career it was 
the rule of Gov ernor Edwards to rely 
on the candor, g ood sense and 
j u dg e ­ 
ment of the p eop le. He was the first 
to g iv e utterance to the say ing 
“ An 
office is atrust, not for p ersonal be n­ 
efit. but for the p ublic g ood.” lie was 
v ery successful in ev ery thing he un­ 
dertook in a business -way and accum 
ulated a larg e estate of real and p er­ 
sonal p rop erty . He died at his home 
in Bellev ille, St 
Clair county , Juno 
20. 18 33, a v ictim to his h um ane ex ­ 
ertions for the relief of his cholera 
afflicted neig hbors. 


The county of Edwards, of which 
Albion is the county seat, and 
Ed- 
wardsv ille, the county seat of Madi­ 
son county , were named after him. 
Gov erno rEdwards was a v ery able 
man and without doubt one of 
the 
best educated men who hav e held the 
office of g ov ernor in this 
state, and 
history accords him the distinction of 
bein g the most dig nified nad p olished 
in his m anner and address. 
Gov ernor Thomas Ford in his his­ 
tory of Illinois has this to say if him: 
“Gov ernor Edwards was a larg e well 
made man. with a noble, p rincely a p ­ 
p earance, who nev er condescended to 
the common low arts of electioneer­ 
ing . Whenev er he went 
out among 
the p eop le he array ed himself in the 
sty le of a g entleman 
of the 
oTden 
time, dressed in fine broadcloth with 
short breeches, long 
stocking s 
and 
hig h, fur-tip p ed boots, was ffrawn in 
a fine carriag e driv en by a neg ro; for

The staff sergeant was a 
sergeant major and some more fel­ 
lows I knew were corp orals. 
In all 
there were twenty non-coms over 
forty men. 
Some bu nch, what? 
A 
N. C. O. for every two men is going 
some, I’ll say . 
Bu t that is the way 
in the A. M. C. 
I exp ect a cou p le of 
strip es if I can’t transfer. 
My transfer for the 10th Siege 
Battery was tu rned down. 
Now I 
am going to try the Roy al Fly ing 
Corp s. 
I was going down to see the 
commap nding officer of the R. F. C. 
this afternoon (it being my afternoon 
off), bu t on the way 1 met a friend 
of mine who u sed to be in the A. M. 
C. at Winnip eg and who was on a 
medical board with me at Brandon, 
Manitoba, bu t who transferred to the 
Engineers before I left and who is 
on his way overseas now.
